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”“Tc my knowledge, no other
aw enforcement agency has

" fraudulent checks,

participated to this extent to
develop strong working rela-
tionships with private enter-
prise in this vital area of mu-
tual concern.”

This statement wag contain-
ed in remarks made recently
by Los Angeles County Sheriff
Peter J. Pitchess in addressing
more than 50 special agents of
food and drug markets and
other Southern California busi-
ness concerns,

The “company” agents rep-
resenting over 23 retail chain
enterprises, oil companies, and
banks had just completed an
intensive training course de-
veloped and presented by the
Sheriff’s Department. The
three-day school was convened
to help reduce the staggering
losses to business through
pilfering,
and shoplifting.

“WHEN ONE considers that
ore than half a billion dol-
ars annually is\lost as a result
of check fraud and forgery, it
{s incumbent upon those of us
in law enforcement to take ap-
propriate action to combab this
insidious practice,” Pitchess
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“These direct losses to
American business each year
can only be passed along to
the consumer as overhead and
are directly reflected in the
prices which all of us must
pay for food and other essen-
tials.”
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THE SHERIFF called atten- |

tion to the fact that “retail
chain markets in Southern Cal-
ffornia estimate an allowance
Joss of $55 per day for each
store for bad checks and
thefts. Figuring 4000 food and
drug outlets, this amounts to
a numbing total of nearly a
quarter of a million dollars per
day in Los Angeles County
alone!” {

One Southern California
chain reported bad checks last
year of 75 million dollars and
800 cases of shop‘lifting.
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“STAGGERING AS these
figures may seem,” Pitchess
stated, “they probably repre-
sent only a fraction of the
total crime losses when the in-
sstimable public cost of law

\forcement detection, investi-
gation, and prosecution of
these criminal acts is consid-
ered.”

He extolled the special
agents and their employers,
the market owners, as well as
labor union representatives
who were present at the
special “graduation” program
to “develop greater coopera-
tion and coordination with law
enforcement by practicing such
techniques and methods of de-
tection, and reporting as out-
lined by Sheriff's Department
speclahsts during the training
course.”
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THE SHERIFF revealed that,
among other projects, the
special agents were instructed
in a “new, proven system
which is as effective in identi-
fying theb ad check writer as
the infallible fingerprint sys-
tem for identifying other type
crimes.”

“This becomes particularly
{mportant,” he said, “when we
consider that Southern Califor-
nia markets now €ash more
checks than banks.”
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ARRANGEMENTS FOR the
course of instruction held at
the Sheriff’s Academy in East
Los Angeles were completed
in cooperation with the South-

ern California Food and Drug
Special Agents Assn, and the
outhern California Check In-
estigator Assn,
